Tt ia sumotiraos nccosaary to b.nvo 
regard to public opinion, ani to rule 
ono'a conduct by the whims, prejudice:* 
or suporatition ot thn majority, but It Is 
neither ni-ceasary nor right to aiwaya 
accept what passea tor publlo opinion 
as Imini; an infnllihle guide. It should 
be (|uestiut)e<l .'It titne.4 Ijoth as to Its au- 
thority and Its reason, and roslsttid or 
ehaBgad oa ooeatlon. Publlo opinion 
does aot, at tome pooplo auppose, rcpro- 
lont a cofuentps ot tho opinions ol all 
the people laained aad anlearoad, Tirt- 
sous and tIoIous. It It did It would be 
a ocmipromiso between extremes, some- 
thing Inferior to the liest opinion. 
Whereas It la In fact In nearly all oaaet 
tba oplalon at tho witotl leadert. Tha 
reaton for this Is that public opinion to 
generally guided or controU'd hy tho 
Btrongest of men, tlicniph they nitiy not 
always be the best. l\ir ono who thinks 
or reoaona out thin;;A tor himaelf 
tbero aro tens of thouaanda 
who aeoept roady-mado JudgmonU 
aad adopt them ua tholr own, 
that CormlBg publlo opinion upon tho 
Judgment of tholr leaders. II It tor 
thla ri'oson that publk) opinion may 
generally, in tho abtenoe ot doubt, be 
accepted lis correct or hattat thaa tba 
Individual judgment ot Interior men. 
It 1.^ f'tr Ibis same reason that it should 
be (;ucsij.>ii..a and resisted by tbinldn^ 
and conscientious peoplft when tliey be- 
lieve It to be wrong, fur In that way it 
may be changed and made right. Con- 
aldaring publlo opinion In this light as 
tba nipiBtaa' of leaders of thought 
adopted and followed by tbo masses. It 
Is cohvioiia that on some auhjerts— 
notably literaturo, tho drama, and tho 
tine arto— It must be to some extent 
flokle aad ehaafeabla, teRowlag Itost 
one set ot leadera and thon another, but 
in u general way directed aright. This 
quality of public o])lnion. bcin>? niisin- 
terpreled. bos led some writers to treat 
lt«lthj|esa respect than itdeservea, 
V'illiam Haslitt rails at the publlo In 
one ot hto oaaays, as ho aays himself, 
"In good aot terms. " Ho says the pub< 
lie ' la 10 in awe of Itsown opinion that It 
never di\res to f,)rni any. but catches up 
tbo r.rsl idle ruimir, lest It should be 1)0- 
hind-b ad la Ito ludgmont, and echoes 
it tilt . it It deafened with 
tha taoa* 'tl .Iti own toIoo. The 
idea of what tho publlo will think 
prevonto tho publlo from ever thinking 
at all, and acts as a spell on the exer- 
olta ot prlvato judgment, ao that In 
tbort the public oar Is at the niorcy of 
tha llitt Impudent pretender who 
obooaaato fill It with noisy atsortlons 
ot talia turmises of secret whispera." 
It to true that tho publlo does not think, 
but It to a mistake to assuino that the 
leaden ot publto opinion aro necessarily 
"impudent pretenders." The contrary 
Is In tact tho case. Thoro are enough 
ul Independent thinkers to aaalst the pro- 
tenders who occasionally get the public 
ear, and It is those who really guide tho 
public. Ilnalltt continues: "So tar, 
then. Is public opinion from resting on a 
broad and solid baals aa the aggregate 
of thought and tpaliag In a community, 
that It Is slight and shallow and varia- 
ble to the last degroo— tho bubble of tho 
moment, so that wo nisy safely say the 
public to the dupia of publlo opinion, not 
{tt paioat. The publlo to pntillantmani 
and bowardly, Moante tt to Weak. It 
knows Itself to bo a great dunce, and 
that It has no opinions but upon suggea* 
Hon. Vet It la unailling to appear In 
leading ttring*. tad would bavo It 
thought that Its decisions are as wise as 
thoy are weighty." Ths mistake of this 
whole thought Hot In Ito failure to 
spproolate the fact that as the public 
baa "no opinion but upon saggestion." 
It must get auggestloa aad bplnlons

Durin;; life tho sponge Is constantly 
drawing water through its pores, and 
countless streams arc continually flow- 
ing through the sponge, bringing In 
little particles of food and all tho air 
needed to support it Thoro Is another 
element in this womlcrful circulation 
that should not be ovorU.oki-d. Looated 
in difleront parts ol those poros are cup- 
shaped hollowa aiM with fine tfafpad- 
llko partlolea, or •^Ua,"wblot are con- 
tinually In motion and assist in keep, 
the ivater in clniulation. 
Kvery thing that llvoj must breatlio 
and oat And it ia one of tha auriosi- 
ties of naturo that an animal wtthout a 
mouth or a stomaoh can eat and digest 
its food. Tho ciroulation of the water 
through the pores suppUos oxygea for 
breattiing at tlie sani'-i time that it 
brings little particles of food lyto con- 
tact with dilterent pertiaas of tha 
sponge. Whan the liiod tooches any 
part of tho body, tho soft Jclly lUo 
flesh sinks in so as to form a cup, whil*) 
the surrounding parts creep out over tho 
morsel ol food until it is ontiroly car- 
ored. Here It Is held until the dlgeafi- 
bio portions are absorbed, whon t|e

NICKEL-BEARINQ MINES. 

Ono That Tlrlda a l*rodurt of Ponr Tlioa- 
■nnd Tona p«r Y*ar, 

In tho Copper CHIT mine near Sud- 
bury, Can., it Is M.iid more nickel Is 
l)elng produced llian tho eiitiro market 
of tho world calls for at current prices. 
A little braaoh ratlwafoC the mnln line 
of the Canadian Paelflc railway, four 
miles In len^rth, leads out to the mine, 
which opens into tho face of a crag of 
tho brown, o;iidized Lsurontian rock 
charactcrlstioof thIsreglOB. Themlners 
are now at work at s depth of about 300 
foot below the surface. As fast as the 
nickel and copper-bearing roek Is heists 
ed oiit It Is broken op and piled upon 
louK' beds or ricks of pine w'HkI to bo 
calcined, or roasted, for the purpose of 
driving out the sulphur which it con- 
ulns. The roastinf iirosass la of the 
nature of liaia-kllning oroharooal-burn- 
Ing. Each great bed of ore roqntrea from 
one to two inimths to roast. When roasV 
ed the rock goes to the principal smelt- 
er, a powerful blast-fnmace, "jaoketcd" 
—in mining phrase — with running water 
to enable It to sustain the gMti best 
requisite to reduce the oruda, obdnrate 
mineral to fluidity. 

Tlie dross of the molten mass Is flrst 
allowed to llov.' olf, and afterward the 
nearly puro nickel and copper, blended 
together In aa alloy called tho "mat" 
or matte.

Tho 
mat contains about 70 porccnt ofulckel, 
tho remaining 30 per cent being mainly 
copper. When cool the conical pot- 
loaves of mat can easily be cracked in 
pieces by means uf heavy hainmoro. The 
tnenueiiis aro then packed in barrola 
aii'l shipped in Hwansca In Wales and to 
(Germany, where the two constituent 
metals aro soparatcd. 

8o jealously Is the secret kept that no 
one in America has yet been able to 
learn the pricc.is. iililiou;^h one young 
metallurgist spent throe years at tiwan- 
sea, working as a oommen laborer In the 
factories.
